I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  I 
Provincial  Secretary  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1957,  a'aoijing  statistical 
detail  of  the  services  rendered  and  of  the  activities  coming  under  the  purview  of 
the  Department,  covering  the  calendar  year  1957  and  showing  the  revenue  of  the 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1957* 

The  statistics  are  given  in  tabular  form  showing  comparisons  for  three 
successive  years  and  are  arranged  in  the  following  order.

Insurance  Branch  Table  IX 

Revenue  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1957, 
showed  an  increase  of  9.0?>  over  the  revenue  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Amusements  Tax  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1957, 
declined  by  8 ,3ji  from  the  revenue  for  the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  followed 
tne  removal  of  tax  from  admissions  up  to  and  including  35$  effective  duly  1st,  1956. 
The  tax  picture  was  again  changed  effective  July  1st,  1957,  when  admissions  up  to 
and  including  65$  were  exempt  from  tax.  Pari-mutuel  betting  during  the  racing 
season  of  1957  showed  an  increase  of  30. 6^  over  the  previous  year,  "...mle  the  number 


of  days  racing  in  1957  was  61  as  compared  with  49  days  in  1956,  an  increase  of 
25.9$.  The  number  of  new  35  m.m.  pictures  reviewed  by  the  Board  of  Censors  in 
1957  decreased  by  8.7$  ’while  the  number  of  new  16  n.a.  pictures  reviewed 
decreased  by  44.2$. 

The  number  of  companies  incorporated  under  The  Companies  Act  in  1957 
was  up  7.5$  from  the  number  incorporated  in  the  previous  year  while  the  number 
of  foreign  companies  registered  was  up  by  10.7$.  After  strike-offs  and 
restorations  to  the  register  there  was  a  net  increase  in  the  number  of  companies 
registered  (provincial  and  foreign)  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  8.3/!. 

The  estimated  per  capita  property  loss  by  fire  within  the  Province  in 
1957  was  down  by  5.6$  from  the  previous  year  and  down  by  10$  from  the  1955  loss. 

Total  gallonage  sales  of  all  fuel  oil  to  consumers  in  the  Province  in 
the  year  1957  declined  by  4»4$  from  the  previous  year's  sales,  but  sales  of 
taxable  fuel  oil  in  1957  increased  by  7*5$  over  1956. 

Licences  issued  to  insurance  companies,  agents  and  adjusters  in  the 
licensing  year  ending  in  1957  showed  a  6.6$  increase  from  the  previous  year. 
Licences  issued  to  real  estate  agents  and  salesmen  increased  by  22.4$  in  the 
licensing  year  ending  June  30th,  1957.  By  amendments  to  The  Heal  Estate  Agents* 
Licensing  Act  in  1957,  the  system  of  annual  renewals  of  real  estate  licences  was 
abandoned  in  favour  of  issuing  permanent  licences,  subject  to  suspension  or  can¬ 
cellation  by  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance.  This  change  became  effective  on 
July  1st,  1957. 

Insurance  premiums  written  in  Alberta  in  1956  (the  latest  year  for  which 
figures  are  presently  available)  amounted  to  007,255,250.  or  a  per  capita  premium 
of  $77.69.  This  represents  an  increase  in  premiums  written  over  the  year  1955  of 
8.7$  and  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  premium  of  3.2$.
